Mourning at this time. 1s enough to put us 
in mind of what he fabjoyns inmcdiatc- 
ly , but ye. ſhall dye like men; of _ 
| this 
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this bloody Day gave the moſt faral Inſtance, 
and the moſt amazing one that was ever 
given. Bur infinitely more aſtoniſhing 
was the fall of him whom rhe Propher 
Danxiet(tyles Mefſtab the Prince ,, though he 
lov'd to ſtyle humfelf the Son of Man; yet in 
all his Life -and Death there was ſo much 
of a God, that we may ask concerning 
that King of Kings, ſuch a Queſtion as 
himſelf asks concerning the Kingdom of 
God , by what Compariſon ſhall we compare 
him? Moft Parallels are hard: and tiff, 
and come up-lamely, but m thus caſe they 
would look too bold and ſwelling: They 
would offend the tender Picty of that 
moſt Chriſtian King , if he in Heaven 
could hear them: « 75 ateFyois, as Or. Gre- 
gory Nazianzen ſpeaks, where he ſpeaks in 


his Rhetorical way, to the Soul of the 


dead Emperor, If in thoſe Regions of Bliſs 
be knew what was doing here below. 'There- 
forc I ſhall not ſtram- the Circumſtances. 
of one Tragic ſtory to make it reſemble 


the other ; yet ſafely I may ſay in Gene- 


ral, our. moſt devout Prince made ut his 
Prayer , made it the Labor of his Life , 
as. the Apoſtle had done, That he might 
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know Chriſt, and the Fellowſhip of his Suf- 
ferings, being made conformable to his Death: 
And this Prayer of his was ſo favourably 
heard , that he nught have ſaid with an 
humble Confidence after that ſame bleſſed 
Apoſtle St. Paul ( whoalſo was beheaded 
for the Teflimony of Jeſus ) T fill up that 
which is behind of the Afflictions of Chriſt in 
my Fleſh: And again, The Sufferings of 
Cbriſt abound in me, | rr 
To let my ſelf into my own moſt-pro- 
per Buſineſs and Task at hz time, Imuft 
open the marter- of- Fact; 'as 1t& ftood- in 
that Conjuncture when theſe words of my 
Text were ſpoken, by ſome of the Chicf 
Leaders among the Jews. They had ſhed 
the blood of- their God; 'their King, their 
Meſias; yet they would tain have ſhifted 
off wm Es; bur ſtill 
- the Apoſtles thought 1t_ their part to-pur 
1t: extremely mwonK. upon wr A curf- 
ed prevailing Party among the Jews, the 
Phariſees and Sadducees, had Confpired, or 
in plain terms, a Race of abominable Hypo- 
crites; had: combin'd with a Crew of .de- 
teſtable and damnable Atheifts (ſuch a Jun- 
to, as the hike never was before, nor ever 
« | {1nce 
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ſince has been, except our' Tate Regicides ) 
Theſe menhad at length 'gain'd the Peo- 
ple. from Chriſt , and -gotren them, or- 
cnow of them on. their fide, to. be: in- 

ant . with loud 'Clamors, Crucifie | him, 
Crucifie hims When they had done the 
Deed , then they would have filenc'd the 
Cry of his Blood againſt them... They 
Menac'd, Impriſen'd, and Haras'd all thoſe 
who had the Courage to charge them with 
the Guilt, though at:the ſame time theſe 
Preachers of the! Goſpel had the*Charity 
to. ſhew them how they nughr ſue out 
their Pardon. But how ungrateful and 
unwelcome a thing is Truth where it ſhews 
ill men -to themſelves! Though Pilate 
had the hardineſs to ask our Lord Chriſt, 
hat is Truth 2 yet he durit not ſtay for 
his Anſwer, Ga 1 RR. 
« And now what would not theſe Mif- 
creants give for an Af of Oblivion; that 
they might forget the thing they had 
done, and the very Name of the Perſon 
mightbe forgotten! 77 intend, fay they, 
| to bring this Man's blood upon us, but it was 
grievous 'to them ta ſay .the Blood of 
IM \.. That there was ſuch a Man put ry 
X'S | Death, 
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Death, they muſt needs acknowledge, that 
T hey had been the Accaſers, They the Solici- 
tors, They the Petitioners for Faftice and Ex- 
ecution upon him , they could not deny, 
Pilate indeed would gladly have been but 
Paſſive : But for Them,ſo Afive were T hey, 
that no: body needed to bring this Man's 
Blood upon them: For, to cafe that rame 
Wrerch, the Governor, who ought to haye 
drawn his Sword inſtead of waſhing his 
Hands, they had call'd this Blood upon 
themſelves, and upon all their Poſteriy , 
His Blood be upon us, and upon our Children. 

' Their meaning then in my Text was 
this; Tow intend to bring this Man's Blood 
zen 2s, as if it were Inmocent Blood, nay, as 
if it were the Blood of our Meſſias; you 
would make us Gwlty, not only of Homi- 
cide, but of Regicide, nay even of Dei- 
cide', as if we had ſhed the Blood of God, 
whereas He whom ye ſtyle your Kin 

was delivered up as a Malefattor , was Tryd 
as a Subjef,and Condemn'd as a Traytor to the 
Government, fo that t was no Mzrter, but 
an Execution. But ye have fill d Jerufalem 
with your Doflrines, there was the galling 
Point, that theſe great Preachers _— 
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the People apace; and then, thoſe proud 
Demagoguecs that were lately ſo yery go- 
yerning, muſt loſe their dear Popularny , 
and fall from their Empire to be mark't and 
pointed out for the Men of Blood. 

The words being thus explain'd, 'do na- 
turally offer and attord us theſe Obſervatt- 
ons. And, |

TI. How backward are the 'moſt bloody Zea- 
hots to Confeſs the Guilt of Blood ? How forward 
to'acquit themſelves from ſo juſt a Charge? 
Exactly at this paſs are our Engliſh Re- - 
gicides; They kill d and took poſſeſſion,as Eliah 
charges Ahab 'in the Caſe of Naboth, Yet 
B was 
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was their Caſe worſe by far than that be- 
tween Abab and Naboth, a King and one In- 
nocent Sxbjef; for this the Regicides did to 
2 great number of their Innocent fellow 
- Subjects; and this they did to a King as 
Emnnent for all manner of Goodneſs, as 
Ahab was remarkable for Extream Wicked. 
neſs. Yetif the Prophet E/ah ſhould come 
again (as ſome are of Opinion he ſhall come 
attheend of the World, butif he ſhould 
come): at this time to deliver his Maſter's 
Errand to any of theſe, he-muſt expect no 
better Reception than. Ahab gave Him, Haft 
thou found me, 0 mine: Enemy? for he be- 
comes their Enemy thattellsthem the 7rath. 
Yet for all That, Ehah hike a Prophet from 
God inumediately goes 'on, I have found thee. 
How gladly would they part with this o- 
dious Bufineſs out of therr own Mcmorics? 
And how do they abhor usonly tor doing 
our Duty , as the Apoſtles did here, Cat 
ling their Sins to Remembrance ?- They ap- 
ply to this matter that ſaying of the Wite- 
man, The. Repetition of a matter ſeparateth 
very Friends. They would be Friends with 
us, if we could find in our hearts: to be 
their Flatterers. They Complain as if 1t 
Were 
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were 1]|-natur'd, asf it were Uncharitable 
and Unchriſtian to mention their »zarders 
ing of the . King, as if it were high time the 
44 tor obſerving the Thirtieth of January 
were Repealed, as if it were almoſt as 
great a Grievance as the 35th of the Queen. 
To ſhew Ido this fort of menno wrong, 
How very few, it any of thoſe who took 
upon them to act as the Ming's Judges, 
would take the Chriftian ſhame upon them- 


ſelves, when they came to ſuffer, or profes 


the leaſt regret for what they had acted ? 
Preach Repentance to them ! (as was done 
co Several of them: before their Deaths ) 
they would haye us to know their names 
were inrol['d in the Bookof Life, their Cal- 
ling and Elefionf was ſure. And ſome of 
the laſt words which the Arch-Traytor was 
heard toutter were ſuch as Theſe, I am ſure 
I was once in Chriſt, therefore ever in Chriſt, 
L have kept it cver ſince for a Reply upon 
ſome well-meaning, but il|-1n{tructed Peo- 
ple; who-arercady to Deſpair it they do 
not ſatisfic themſelves of their being un the 
State of Certainty when they are dying 
that ſome of Theſe; whoſe hands were ſo full 
of blood, yet were as full of this falſe Security, 
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as the moſt glorious Martyrs were of the 
truc Oae. #0 
fit were needful to give any more In- 


' ſtances, I might ſhew by later Examples of 
_ the ſame Party, to what. a Reprobate Senſe 


men may be given up,that have once Sear d 
their Conſciences to ſtop their own bleeding 
at heart while they are ſhedding innocent 
Blood with their own hands, whule they 
break into Houſes, maſſacre Innocent men 
intheir Beds, mangle them with fuch Cru- 
clty as the like was ſcarce ever heard of ſince 
Dolabella pertarm'd his Barbarous Exploit 
in the dead of Night, upon Trebonizs : But 
that was for his being one of Ceſar sMurder- 
ers : Whereas theſe poor Sufferers were 
Guilty of no Crime, burMeir being of his 
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Majeſties Guards. And yet theſe ſame Mon-. 


fters do in their Declarations ſolemnly pro- 
teſt they hold: no Cruel Principles, they 
would by no means.be miſtaken for men of 

Blood. 

- But the, more Confident they are of their 
own. Innocence, and the more they turn 
away their Impudent eyes from ſeeing 
their own Gzil/t; the mare abſolutely neceſ/a- 
ry it is for ws to lay it before them, wich leads 
to my Second Part. | 2.11 
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© 2. In this we do bur follow the grear 
Examples before us, we do as was done by 
the Apoſtles : And this ought to be done 
not barely for the ſake of thoſe that are 
ouilty, bur alſo for the ſecuring and pre- 
ſerving our own Innocence ; for He that 
hates his Brother is a Murderer, ſays the Apo- 
ſtle,and he that Suffers Sin upon him, or does 
not reprove him for it, 15, 1n another place 
of Scripture, ſuppoſed to hate him. Nor 
could St. Paul have cnter'd this Proteſtati- 
on, I take you to Record this Day that TI am 
pure from the blood of all men'; but that he 
was able toadd, for Thave not ſhunn'd to de- 
clare unto you, all the Counſel of God. 

Befides, we are well aware that the voice 
of the meaneſt Blood , much more of the 
Royaleſt, if it ſtill crys from the Earth, will. 
pluck down more Judgments from Hea- 
ven: and that the moſt Innocent private 
man, the moſt unſpotted from Blood, may 
yet be involv'd in thoſe public Calamities... 
We turn the Caſe upon our Selves,the Caſe 
inthe Second of Samuel , that there was a - 
Famine in the days of David three years, year. 
after year, and. David enquired of the Lord , 
and the Lord anſwered, It is for Saul, and for

his bloody Houſe,becauſe he ſlew the Gibeonites, 
for the Children of Ifracl had ſworn unto them , 
and Saul fought to ſlay them. 

| Ido very well remember how preſflingly 
this Caſe of the Gibeonztes was urged in ta- 
vour of thoſe Murderers of the King , that 
had render'd themſelves. But I mult needs 
ſay it had been more pertinently urg'd, if 
inſtead of Saul's putting to Death the Gibeo- 
nites after they had made a Covenant with 
Iſrael, the Gibeonites had put King Sazl to 
Death by vertue of a Covenant made among 
themſelves, without their King, and againf 
Him. Now ſuppoſe thoſe Gibeonzres, that 
were no better than Hewers of Wood and- 
Drawers of Water to Iſrael, had Conſtituted 
ſome of their Draymen a High-Court of Ju- 


ftice to Murder King Saul, with a ſhew of 


Authority on their Side; Then had a Fa- 
mine enfu'd, had a War tollow'd upon That, 
had a Peſtilence began where the War had 
ended, had the Capital City, in which fuch a 
Tragedy was acted, beenreduc'd to Aſhes , 
and after all That had the Famine begun a- 
gain ; David would ſcarce haye needed to 
Conſult the Oracle of God to Diſcover one 
preat Cauſe of ſo many Judgments. - 
INCc 
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Since then Almighty God, when he makes 
Inquiſition for Blood, he remembers them, and 
forgets not the Cry of the humble, as David (the 
Party concern inthe former Caſe) has ſet 


. 1t down,Pſal.g.12. We had beſt make ſtrict 


Enquiry,and.confider well, (as the Apoſtles 
did here before they would charge any 
with the Blood of Chriſt,) upon whom we 
intend and ought to bring this fearful Guilt of 
Royal Chriſtian Bloodjſhed. Upon none but 
Theſe, that 1n a higher or lower Degree, in a 
greatcr or leſs proportion , have brought it 
upon themſelves, And who are thoſe? which 
mult be my third Conſideration. 


3-Since Actions full of Horror and Aſto- - 


niſhment, 1f they are long deliberated, and 
done with Form (as was the Deed of this day) 
are never donewithout that which the Sto- 
ics call a Prolepſis,that is a deep and firm per- 


ſuaſion of mind thac fuch Actions are both . 


lawtul and neceſlary to be done ; they that 
cltabliſh the Principle by which the nunds of 


menare ſet and fixt on Such Actions, mult 


be Reſponſiblefor the next immediate viſ1- 
ble and unavoidable conſequence of their 
own Principle. 2 


When the. Principle 1s once Rayetted in - 


the 
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the heart, there is nothing ſo deſperate 
or ſo damnable, but men will go through 
it without fear. Women among the Bar- 
barians will aſcend the Funeral Piles of 
their dead Husbands, and ſmule as they give 
_ their 0wn Bodies to be burnt to Aſhes. Yea, 
very Children have ſuffer d Torments, not 
only patiently, but joyfully, for a falſe Re- 
lig1on ſtrongly impreſs't upon them,inſtead 
of the true one.W hoever therefore confirm 
and harden others in King-killing Principles 
mult bear a ſhare in the Guilt, though not 
they,but others ſhed the Blood of Kings, becauſe 
ſuch Principles ſtrike at all Kings, tor they 
ſtrike at the Kingly Offite it ſelf, and they do 
1t once for all: As tbe Son of Zerviah ofter'd 
to Smite King Saul, and ſo as he ſhould not 
reed to Smite him a ſecond time.  _, 
Now upon this Suppoſition,asT ſhall ſhew 
anon,that ſome who came into the World 
fince our preſent Gracious Soveraign began 
to Reign, have brought upon themtelves the 
blood of his Royal Father by defending the Re- 
gicide; ſo others that liv'd ſomeAges before 
that diſmal Period of time, did as it were ante- 
date the Guilt by introducing odious Pre- 
{1dents, or laying down wicked Premiſles 
long 
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long ago, from whence theſe late Great Ot- 
fenders follow'd their footſteps, or drew 
their abhorred Concluſions. 

Out of the many Inſtances of this kind , 
which I could cafily produce, I ſhall men- 
tion buta very few againſt two Parties. Thofe 
of the one Party do paſs in the Church of 
Rome for true Catholics. Thoſe of the other 
Party would fain paſs among Us for the true 
Proteſtants. Both Parties are as oppoſite each 
to the other,as they are to Us and the Truth, 
_ yetboth of them agreed in the main Deſrgn 

to Confound Monarchy. < 
Pope Zachary was (I think) the firſt, who 


pretended to exerciſe a power of Abſolving . 


Subjefts from their  Oaths of Allegiance, 
whereupon a King of. France , Childeric the 


Third, was depos'd as unfit for Governmear,. 


the ancient Royal Family was /aid aſide till 
1t was at laſt extinguiſht, the Crown of France 
was {et on another Head, and ſettled on 
another Family. — 
Now I may cruly ſay,That Biſhop of Rome 
laid a Foundation for many a foilowing 
Rebellion, ever» That Rebellion anſing to 
| Jong after trom the Holy League., AndiGre- 
gory the Seventh, the firſt who avow'd _ 
C ol 
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ly that peſtiJent Hereſy, call'd by his Name, 
the Hildebrandian Hereſy. of the: Depoſing ,, 
and if nced were, the HKing-khilling-power, 
made way for the Clements, the Ravillacs , 
and the Powder-Traytors. And I. Aquin. him-- 
{elf, for all hes Sairted, and ſands as the 
Fillar of their Schools; yet deliver'd this for 
good Schoo!-Divinity , That, as ſoon as any. 
Prince is dencunc'd Excemmunticate for Apoſta- 
cy fromthe Faith, his Subjeds are 1pſo tacto. 


free from his Dominion. over them, and from the 


Oath of Fidelity by which they. were. bound to. 
him. . | muſt needs fay, whoever they are 
that bring ſuch Pranciples as theſe for Chri- 
{tian Doctrine ihto the Church,they attempc 
to give the State, and the Kingly Office it ſelf, 
a mortal wound; They, do their belt to ſet up 
the Court of Rome as-a flanding High-Court:of- 
Fuſtice over all Kings. - figs 
And then for the othier Party, Knox and. 
Buchanan,with the relt-of thoſe old Leaders 
to Rebellion, as well as Milton, and ſeveral.

them to put reſtraints upon the exorbitant Power 
of Kings, as their Office binds them; that I con- 
cerve them, ſays he, rather to be guilty of a per- 
fidious Diſſimulation, if they connive at Kings 
wen they play the Tyrants, or wanitonly inſult. 
onthe Common People, in that, ſays he, they 
 treacherouſly betray the Subjeds Liberties.

There is ſhi]l a- healing Principk yn the 
Blood of Chrilt. The Lamb of God that was 
flain; thatts,-defigin'd to be ſlain, from the 
beginning of the Wortd, takes away the Sin of 
the World, ' thats, he gives his Grace to all 
that are'ready to receive 1t , for the raking

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away of Sin, all the whole heap of Sin, e- 
yen this Sin which les ſo hard upon many, 
of Shedding the Blood of Kings. For Chriſt 
did his part to expaate even for thoſe that 
ſhed his own Blood, and that was the Blood 
of God. No Traytox.. it he be penitent, 
ought to Deſpair, b&C his Spirit may be 
Sav'd in the Day of the Lord Feſus, ſince our 
Bleſſed Saviour has ſard-1t, St. Luke 22. This 
is my Blood which is ſhed for you (fpeaking to 
all that were preſent) nevertheleſs the hand 
of him that betrayeth me, is with me on the 
Table : Therefore Judas himſelf, the fouleſt 
Traytor, had a Share in the Blood of Chriſt, 
it he would have put in his Claim to it, He 
had offer him, it he would have accepted.

not able to ſay ( wgſſtſs we deceive our 
ſclves as Pilate did ) that weare Innocent of 
the Blood of this juſt Perſon. The Crown 
is fallen from our Head, Wo unto us for we 
have finn'd ;, Such was the Lamentation of 
che Prophet Feremiah upon ſuch a Calami- 
ty as ours was , and with great Reaſon, 
ſuch was his Refle&tion on the Cauſe of 
that public dreadful Calanuty, Their Na 
tional Crying Sins. © And the ſame Ac- 
count 15 given by a great Divine, as well as 
a moſt wiſe Prince, King Solomon, That 
when the Proyzdence of God permits ſuch 
ſtrange Revolutions, and ſuffers Kingdoms 
ro degenerate into Commonwealths ; "tis for 
the Tranſgreſſion of a Land many are the 
Princes thereof. Our repeating'the Old ex- 
tream Provocations ( ſince God is a Righte- 
ous Fudge, Strong and Patient, and God is 
provoakd every Vay) may bring upon us 
new Judgments, ſuch as we cannor fore-

And God in his mer- 
cy, if it be his bleſlzd wy puiuth us any 
way, rather than that his Jadgments 
ſhould ever again be any thing ſuch as the 
laſt were, that they ſhould touch the Lord's 
Anointed; or that God ſhould ſuffer men to 
ride over our Heads , as the Pfalmilt ſpeaks; 
or that the Lord ſhould cover the Daughter 


of Sion (the Church) with a Cloud in his An- 


ger, and caſt down from Heaven unto Earth 
the Beauty of Ifracl. Lamentable things to 
be reflected upon! But that nothing like 
them may ever return upon us, 1t Iyes up- 
on us all co purſue, with a vigorous Chri- 
ſtian Reſolution, the Apoſtles Precept and 
Injunction upon all thoſe, that were any 
way conceri'd in the matter of my Text; 
Repent ye therefore , and be converted, that 
your Sins may be blotted out , when the times 
of refreſhment ſhall come from the preſence of © 
the Lord.
